There is in California, as in all the 


fttireat countries of the world, wide 
plains, beantifnl valleys, aud grronnds 
affording at all timea excellent pas- 
tnre for groat and 
small cattle. 


Springs of living water abound, 
while the banks of the streams and 
rivers are covered with willows, 
weds and wild vines. The rivers 
are full of fisli, and there are also 
plenty of crabs, which are transported 
to • kind of reservoir where they are 
kept till uetxied. I have seen three 
of these reservoirs, very fine and 
large. Tliev have alto plenty of 
*icaiii>:t, which are of lieUer.flavor 
than those which they eat through 
all Mexico. 
AVe can any, therefore, 


that California is a Very fertile 
country. 


They find in tlic mountains the 


mesrales, during the whole year, and 
at almost nil seasons large j>i$tacli>o 
nuts of different kind'i, and figs of 
various colors. The trees are very 
lieautifn'i, and among others those 
wliich tho Chiuos, who are natives of 
tho country, call jxtlo i-ituto. It bears 
abundance of fruit, from which we 
procure excellent frankincense. If 
tho country is abounding in fruits, 
it is e<}«a!ly so in grains. There are 
four kinds -which !»ve used by the 
people for food. They use, also, the 
roots of trees and of plants, and 
among others that of the vm-ft, out 
of which they moke a kind" of bread. 
Tliev have also excellent (/»cri» which 
w Inch is used f or food, and pump- 
kins and watermelons of an extraor-1 
diuary size. The country is so fer- j 
tile that it U not uncommon for 
many plants to boar fruit three times 
a year. Tins, with the labor they

productive, and every

We maintain that no county 
officer ought to receive more than 
8200 per month—except the Sheriff, 
who is at considerable expense in 
performing the duties of his office.
